One thing is sure, and 
that is that Jesus of Nazareth be- 
longs to the realm of history. We 
know when He lived, between 5 
and 6 B.C., and 30 to 32 A.D. We 
know where He was born, in Beth- 
lehem, a real town, not some 
mythological cloud; we know 
where He spent most of the years 
of His life, in Nazareth, far north 
in Galilee, where He worked as a 
carpenter. We know many of the 
characters of this day from liter- 
ature apart from the New Testa- 
ment, for the names of Herod the

Great, his son, Herod Agrippa, 
Pontius Pilate, Tiberias Caesar, 
Felix, Festus, etc., are found in 
many of the secular writings of 
the first century. Every history 
of the ancient world, embracing 
the first century of our era, is 
compelled to say something about 
Christ Jesus; every encyclopedia 
published in the western world 
must record the fact that Jesus 
lived. Though H. G. Wells has an 
utter contempt for Christ, in fact, 
a hatred of Him, and for all the 
articles of the Christian faith, he 
is, nevertheless, compelied to give 
scores of lines to Jesus of Nazar- 
eth in his Outline of History. The 
very dates we use, designated by 
the letters A.D. and B.C., bear 
testimony to the fact that one Je- 
sus Christ once appeared on this 
earth. You cannot today name any

pushed the cause of evangelists 
and evangelism over America for 
many years. As I pray daily for 
Dr. Billy Graham, I pray daily 
for many, many other evangelists. 
All I did for Dr. Billy Graham I 
did not for friendship’s sake,, but 
for Jesus Christ. I want to honor 
the dear Lord Jesus, I know that 
the thing dearest to His heart is 
soul winning. I know that evangel- 
ism is the primary aim of the 
church, the very heart of Chris« 
tianity. 

I am for evangelism and for 
evangelists, but of course I am for 
Christ and the Bible first of all. 
As far as evangelism exalts Christ 
and the Bible and follows the Bi- 
bie pattern, I rejoice in it. To 
whatever degree evangelists and 
evangelism fail to follow the Bi- 
ble pattern and to honor Christ 
and historic Christianity, to that 
degree my support and endorse- 
ment of that evangelist and evan- 
gelism are limited. 


For example, I thank God that 
Oral Roberts wins souls. I am not 
for his flamboyant public healing 
services, his pressure to raise mon- 
ey, etc., because I think they do 
harm. I am for Pentecostal evan- 
gelists in as far as they win souls, 
but I do not favor their emphasis 
on speaking in tongues. As far as 
I know how, I intend that my 
loyalty to evangelists and evangel- 
ism will be relative, but my loval- 
ty to Jesus Christ and the Bible 
will be absolute. And so, sadly, 
my endorsement of Dr. Billy Gra- 
ham and his campaigns came to be 
modified. It is only fair and right 
for me to give some of the reasons 
for my own disillusionment. 


When Dr. Grahdm_retrned 
from the Orient early in 1956 he 
was called on long distance tele- 
phone by Dr. James, editor of the 
Baptist Standard, of Dallas, Texas. 
Texas Baptists were being disturb- 
ed by THE SworpD OF THE LorpD dis- 
cussion about modernists being in- 
vited guests, again and again, at 
Southern Baptist Seminary, Louis- 
ville. Dr. Nels F. S, Ferre, Dr. 
Emil Brunner, and more recently 
Dr. Robert McCracken of Fos- 
dick’s Riverside Church in New 
York, have been the guest sneak- 
ers there. Goodspeed’s Introduc< 
tion to the New Testament was a 
text, the books of Nels Ferre were 
required reading, some seminary 
professors went abroad to study 
under Karl Barth, the neo-ortho- 
dox position was gaining ground 
in the Seminary faculty. And 'THE 
SWORD OF THE LorD had repeated- 
ly said that Southern Baptists 
ought not to support the Southern 
Baptist Seminary at Louisville as 
long as such modernism was a part 
of the picture there. Dr. James 
felt that THe SworpD OF THE LORD 
stand was hurting the Co-onera- 
tive Program, Individuals and pas- 
tors were insisting that they 
would give only to designated ob- 
jects of which they could be sure 
and not to the whole Co-operative 
Program in undesignated gifts 
without reserve, 


How many of the details Dr. 
James discussed with Dr. Graham, 
Dr. Graham did not say, but he 
told me later about Dr. James’ 
call, asking if he would give a 
letter to be printed in the Baptist 
Standard endorsing thoroughly 
the Southern Baptist Co-operative 
Program, and somewhat answering 
those of us who felt that no sup- 
port should be given to Ferre, 
Brunner, McCracken, and those 
who followed them and used them 
at Southern Baptist Seminary. 


Dr. Graham wrote the letter, 
and it was photographically repro- 
duced in the Baptist Standard. Dr. 
Graham said that he thought that 
the Southern Baptist program was 
the best in the world, he was for 
the Southern Baptist Co-operative 
Program 100%, that those who 
opposed the program did not un- 
derstand the parable of the tares 
or we would be willing to leave 
the tares to the judgment day and 
not try to root them out now. 

Among other of Dr. Graham’s 
friends I was dismayed, I asked 
Dr. Graham if he could conscien- 
tiously sign the statement of faith 
Which is on the front page of ev- 
ery issue of THE SWORD OF THE 
LORD which reads as follows:

If we believe the angels 
announced His birth, why not be- 
lieve angels announced His resur- 
rection and ascension and prom- 
ised His return? 


Stephen and Paul Testify 


A dying deacon, Stephen, saw 
the same Saviour, who had risen 
and ascended and was at the right 
hand of the Majesty on High (Acts 
7:55, 56).

again the third day.” This prophecy 
was repeated immediately after 
the transfiguration. Just before 
Passion Week, our Lord emphatic- 
ally once again predicted that, 
on “the third day’ He would be 
raised up. Once during Passion 
Week, following the Lord’s supper, 


He revealed His unwavering faith | 


in His stupendous miracle, speak- 
ing of events to take place, ‘after 
I am raised up.’ 


If you or I should say to any 
group of friends that we expected 
to die, either by violence or na- 
turally, at a certain time, but that, 
three days after death, we would 
rise again, we would be quietly 
taken away by friends, and con- 
fined to ‘an institution, until our 
minds became clear and sound a- 
gain. This would be right, for only 
a foolish man would go around 
talking about rising from the dead 
on the third day, only a foolish 
man, unless he knew that this 
was going to take place, and no 
one in the world has ever known 
that about himself except one, 
Christ, the Son of God. Mr. R. 
M’Cheyne Edgar, in his remark- 
able but exceptionally scarce 
work, The Gospel of a Risen Sav- 
iour, has set this forth more vivid- 
ly than any other writer with 
which I am acquainted: 


“Here is a teacher of religion 
and He calmly professes to stake 
His entire claims upon His abil- 
ity, after having been done to 
death, to rise again from the 
crave, We may safely assume 
that there never was, before or 
since, such a proposal made. To 
talk of this extraordinary test 
being invented by mystic stu- 
dents of the prophecies, and in- 
serted in the way it has been 
into the gospel narratives, is to 
lay too great a burden on our 
credulity. He who was ready 
to stake everything on His abil- 
ity to come back from the tomb 
stands before us as the most 
original of all teachers, one who 
shines in His own self-evidencing 
life!” 


The Primacy of Christ’s 
Resurrection in the 
Preaching of the 
Apostles 


All the preaching of the apostles 
in the early church emphasized 
more than any other known fact 
relating to Christ, His miraculous 
resurrection. The first sermon of 
the divinely established church, 
the one delivered by Peter on the 
day of Pentecost, is 


sé 


wholly and entirely 
founded on the resurrection. Not 
merely is the resurrection its 
principal theme, but if that doc- 
trine were removed there would 
be no doctrine left. For the res- 
urrection is propounded as being 
(1) the explanation of Jesus’ 
death; (2) prophetically antici- 
pated as the messianic experi- 
ence; (3) apostolically witness- 
ed; (4) the cause of the outpour- 
ing of the Spirit, and thus ac- 
counting for religious phenom- 


ena otherwise inexplicable; and | 


(5) certifying the messianic and 
kingly position of Jesus of Naz- 
areth. 


“Thus the whole series of 
arguments and conclusions de- 
pends for stability entirely upon 
the resurrection. Without the 
resurrection the messianic and 
kingly position of Jesus could 
not be convincingly established. 
Without it the new outpouring 
of the Spirit would continue a 
mystery unexplained. Without it 
the substance of the apostolic 
Witness would have disappeared. 


All that would be left of this | 


instruction would be the mes- 
Sianic exposition of Psalm 16; 
and that, only as a future ex- 
perience of a Messiah who had 
not yet appeared. The divine ap- 
proval of Jesus as certified by 
His works would also remain: 
but apparently as an approval 
extended only to His life; a 
life ending like that of any 
other prophet whom the nation 
refused to tolerate any longer. 
Thus the first Christian sermon 
is founded on the position of 


Jesus as determined by His. 


resurrection.”—W. J. Sparrow- 
Simpson, 


If we study the great sermons 


recorded in the Acts, those of 
Simon Peter and those of the 
Apostle Paul, we will discover that 
“so far from being a mere acces- 
sory or appendage to the apostolic 
message, a detached event added 
on to the life and teaching of Je- 
sus to assure the disciples of His 
survival of death and the truth of 
His claim, in this lay, germinally 
and as in a kernel, the whole 
Gospel they had to preach: so 
that the preaching of Christ is for 
the apostles the preaching of His 
resurrection, and their primary 
function is to be witnesses of the 
fact” (John Mackintosh Shaw). 
Well could Paul say, “If Christ 
be not risen, then is our preach- 
ing vain.” 


If one carefully investigates the 
subject of witness-bearing in the 
New Testament he will realize 
that in almost every case where 
'the word witness occurs in rela- 
| tion to what Christians are to say 
‘concerning the Lord Jesus, it will 
be found it has to do with their 
testimony to His_ resurrection. 
Thus, in its first occurrence, in the 
great commission as given by St. 
Luke, we read, ““Thus it is written, 
and thus it behoved Christ to suf- 
fer, and to rise from the dead the 
third day: And that repentance 
and remission of sins should be 
preached in his name among all 
nations, beginning at Jerusalem. 
And ye are witnesses of these 
things” (Luke 24:46-48). In the 
‘first chapter of the Book of Acts, 
‘when the early Christians were 
|gathered together for the purpose 
'of choosing a successor of Judas 
Iscariot, it is recorded that the 
‘apostles agreed that they should 
‘only choose one from among their 
/ number who had companioned 
'with them and knew the Lord 
Jesus; “Beginning from the bap- 
'tism of John, unto that same day 
‘that he was taken up from among 
| us, must one be ordained to be a 
witness with us of his resurrec- 
tion.” 


In his Pentecostal sermon, Si- 
mon Peter declared, “This Jesus 
hath God raised up, whereof we 
are all witnesses.” In Peter’s sec- 
ond sermon delivered in-Jerusalem 
after the miracle of the healing of 
the lame man, he cried out to his 
Jewish brethren, “But ve denied 
the Holy One and the Just, and de- 
sired a murderer to be granted 
unto you; And killed the Prince of 
life, whom God hath raised from 
the dead; whereof we are witnes- 
ses.” After the second persecution, 
the apostles confessed to the San- 
hedrin that they were witnesses 
of the crucifixion and the exal- 
tation of Christ. In his sermon in 
the house of Cornelius, Peter again 
states that he, with the other apos- 
tles, were witnesses “of all things 
which he did both in the land of 
the Jews, and in Jerusalem, whom 
they slew and hanged on a tree: 
Him God raised up the third day, 
and shewed him openly; Not to 
all the people, but unto witnesses 
chosen before of God, even to us, 
who did eat and drink with him 
after he rose from the dead.” 


In the very first sermon of the 
ereatest of all missionaries, St. 
Paul, on his first missionary jour- 
ney, in the synagogue of Antioch 
in Pisidia, after vividly describ- 
ing the death of the Lord and 
His burial, he added, “But God 
‘raised him from the dead: And 
‘he was seen many days of them 
| which came up with him from Gal- 
‘ilee to Jerusalem, who are his wit- 
‘nesses unto the people.” St. Paul, 
‘later, in speaking of his convulsive 
experience on the Damascus Road, 
said that the Lord has commanded 
him to be a witness unto all men 
‘of the things which he had seen 
/and heard. 

Once in the Book of Acts, in 
a remarkable passage which seems 
for some strange reason to be 
overlooked today, is the witnessing 
of the apostles described as having 
been with great power, and this 
when they witness to the resur- 
rection. “And with great power 
gave the apostles witness of the 
resurrection of the Lord Jesus: 
and great grace was upon them 
all’ (Acts 4:33). 

All the apostles, Paul most of 
all, set forth the resurrection of 
Christ as one of the two great 
fundamental themes of the Gos- 
pel. Writing to the Thessalonians, 
in his first letter of which we have 
record, he declared, “For if we 


believe that Jesus died and rose 
again, even so them also which 
sleep in Jesus will God bring with 
him” (I Thess. 4:14). Writing lat- 
er to the church at Corinth, he 
elaborated the same truth, “For 
I delivered unto you first of all 
that which I also received, how 
that Christ died for our sins ac- 
cording to the scriptures; And 
that he was buried, and that he 
rose again the third day according 
to the scriptures” (I Cor. 15:3, 
4). And is not that a remarkable 
statement which Paul makes in 
the midst of his Roman epistle— 
“If thou shalt confess with thy 
mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt 
believe in thine heart that God 
hath raised him from the dead, 
thou shalt be saved’ (Rom. 10:9). 
Later, again to the Corinthians, 
he could write, “For the love of 
Christ constraineth us; because 
we thus judge, that if one died for 
all, then were all dead: And that 
he died for all, that they which live 
should not henceforth live unto 
themselves, but unto him which 
died for them, and rose again” 
(II Cor. 5:14, 15). 


Not only was the resurrection 
of Christ one of the two great 
foundation stones of the Gospel, 
but on the fact of Christ’s resur- 
rection almost every great Chris- 
tian theme seems to rest. Paul

says that it was by His resurrec- 
tion that Christ was declared to 
be the Son of God; it was for 
our justification that He was rais- 
ed. We are assured of a judgment 
to come by the fact that God rais- 
ed Christ from the dead. Our one 
great assurance of being raised 
ourselves from the dead is in the 
conviction that Christ is the first 
fruits of them who sleep, and that 
if God raised Him, He will also 
raise us from the dead. If Christ 
has not been raised from the dead 
our preaching is vain, our faith is 
vain, we are yet in our sins, and 
those that have fallen asleep have 
perished. 


Faith in the Resurrection of 
Christ Acknowledged to Be 
the Primary Cause of the 
Phenomenal Growth and 
Power of the Early 
Church 


That it was faith in the Resur- 
rection of Christ, and the preach- 
ing of this stupendous truth, that 
gave the early church its power 
to win thousands and then millions 
of idolatrous citizens of the great 
Roman Empire for Christ, though 
vast multitudes of them in con- 
fessing their faith knew they were 
dooming themselves to torture and 
social ostracism, is recognized a- 
mong all who have given any care- 
ful consideration to the intricate, 
difficult problems of the establish- 
ment of the Christian church in 
the Roman world. 


The rationalist, Dr. Guignebert, 
in his volume, Jesus, in the famous 
History of Civilization Series, who 
undertakes to deny everything of 
a supernatural nature in the life of 


our Lord, including, of course, His 


, 


resurrection, is forced to make the 
following confession: 


“There would have been no 
Christianity if the belief in the 
resurrection had not been found- 
ed and systematized . . The 
whole of the soteriology and the 
essential teaching of Christianity 
rests on the belief of the resur- 
rection, and on the first page 
of any account of Christian dog- 
ma must be written as a motto, 
Paul’s declaration: ‘And if

preaching vain, and your faith 
is also vain.’ From the strictly 
historical point of view, the im- 
portance of the belief in the 
resurrection is scarcely less... 
By means of that belief, faith 
in Jesus and in His mission be- 
came the fundamental element

It is what we may call 
one of the great fundamental doc- 
trines and convictions of the 
church, and so penetrates the lite 
erature of the New Testament, 
that if you lifted out every pas- 
sage in which a reference is made 
to the resurrection, you would 
have a collection of writings so 
mutilated that what remained 
could not be understood.

To quote a scholar of our own 
race, himself a modernist, Dr. H. 
D. A. Major, Principal of Ripon 
Hall, Oxford, editor of The Modern 
Churchman: 


“Had the crucifixion of Jesus 
ended His disciples’ experience 
of Him, it is hard to see how 
the Christian church could have 
come into existence. That 
church was founded on faith in 
the Messiahship of Jesus. A cru- 
cified messiah was no messian 
at all. He was one rejected by 
Judaism and accursed of God. 
It was the resurrection of Jesus, 
as St. Paul declares in Romans 
1:4, which proclaimed Him to 
be the Son of God with power.” 
One of the most pitiful attempts 

to explain the establishment of 
Christianity, and its phenomenal 
power in its earliest days, without 
recognizing the enormous fact of 
faith in the resurrection, is to be 
found in that historical work, The 
Cambridge Ancient History. In the 
second volume the late Canon 
Streeter, considered one of the fin- 
est scholars of the English church 
of our generation, writes the chap- 
ter “The Rise of Christianity,” 
which is, it seems to me, one of 
the most mysteriously chaotic and 
inadequate accounts of the early 
church written by any English or 
American scholar in the last half 
century. He utterly ignores the in- 
fluence of the whole conception of 
the resurrection of Christ in the 
faith and preaching of the early 
church. The greater tragedy is 
that many men, not students of 
the literature of church history, 
will take their conceptions of the 
origin of Christianity from this 
strange and misleading chapter. 
More recently, Canon Charles E. 
Raven, recognized as one of the 
leading scholars of the church of 
England, and a prolific writer, also 
ignoring the resurrection, makes 
this utteftly ridiculous statement: 

“It was the precise combina- 
tion of Hebrew religion and 
Greek science which gave to 
early Christianity its compel- 
ling power and won Europe for 
the faith.” 


We deny this, We believe that 
the whole history of the Christian 
church repudiates such an idea. 
The great mass of testimonies of 
reputable church historians refute 
this. The statement is deliberately 
false, unsupported and insupport- 
able, by a scrap of evidence, 

The power of the early church, 
and this is what Canon Raven 
is talking about—‘“its compelling 
power’’—is certainly revealed first 
of all in the Book of Acts, and if 
anyone can find in this record any 
power of “Greek science and He- 
brew religion,” he is reading a 
different text than that with 
which I am acquainted. There is 
no Greek science here at all, and 
as far as the Jewish religion giv- 
ing the apostles any power in their 
preaching, except as they allowed 
the prophecies of the ancient 
Scriptures to testify to the Mes- 
siahship of Jesus, we will find 
that Judaism, from the day it cru- 
cified Christ, to the very end of 
Paul’s life, was bitterly, viciously, 
hatefully opposed to the spread 
of the Christian faith. How can a 
scholar write such a sentence as 
that, when all the evidence which 
anyone can assemble utterly con- 
tradicts it? 


Christ’s Resurrection Always 
an Inseparable Part of the 
Faith of the Church 

From the first day of its divinely 
bestowed life, the Christian church 


has unitedly borne testimony to 


and post-Nicene period. It entered 
at once into the creedal formulae 
of the church; it is in our Apostle’s 
Creed; it is in all the great creeds 
that followed. 


In one of the most commendable 
books on Christian doctrine that 
has appeared for a long time, bya 
contemporary scholar, namely, 
Christian Doctrines by Dr. J. S. 
Whale, is as stirring a statement 
of this truth as I have seen for a 
long time, and, by permission of 
the publishers, I take the oppor- 
tunity of quoting it to mv readers: 


“To say that God revealed 
Himself in Jesus, or that God 
was in Christ reconciling the 
world unto Himself, is to sav 
nothing of real meaning unless 
we take our stand with the New 
Testament at one decisive point. 
That point is where God mani- 
fests Jesus as the Son of God 
with power, by the resurrection 
from the dead. 

“All evidence of the New 
Testament goes to show that 
the burden of the good news or 
Gospel was not ‘Follow this 
Teacher and do your best,’ but, 
‘Jesus and the _ resurrection.’ 
You cannot take that away from 
Christianity without radically 
altering its character and de- 
stroying its very identity. It is 
the presupposition, explicit and 
implicit, of every chapter in the 
New Testament. At the cross, 
the Christian church sees not 
merely a striking illustration of 
the Sublime, but the Sublime in 
omnipotent action. If the Pas- 
sion had ended with the Cry of 
Dereliction in the darkness; if 
the immemorial problem of evil 
and pain is only intensified by 
the cross; if He came, not to the 
rescue like a second Adam, but 
only to the old hopeless fight 
against sin and death, why 
should mortals worship this fel- 
low-mortal as their victorious 
Saviour? If, after all is said, 
He is one more unfortunate gone 


to His death, the pathos of 
man’s mortality is increased 
rather than lessened, and the 


dark riddle of human existence 
is darker, forever. So far from 
unravelling the knot of human 
death, this death ties it tight 
once and for all; and the Chris- 
tian faith, so far from lighten- 
ing the burden and the mystery 
of all this unintelligible world, 
is its supreme and most pathetic 
illustration.”

world” (Rev. 13:8). Everything 
about the crucifixion indicates 
that it is for men everywhere. All 
men are guilty of the death of 
Christ, and the blood poured out 
there has purchased redemption 
for all who will believe, The apos- 
tles quoted part of the Second 
Psalm in their prayer and said 
that in the crucifixion. of Christ 
the rage of all the heathen (or 
Gentiles) was gathered against 
Christ, and that the kings and 
rulers of the earth were gathered 
together to put Him to death. In 
Acts 4:24-28, these New ‘Testa- 
ment Christians prayed this inspir- 
ed prayer: 


“Lord. thou art God, which hast | 


made heaven, and earth, and. the 
sea, and all that in them is: Who 
by the mouth of thy servant Da- 
vid hast said, Why did the heathen 
rage, and the people imagine vain

those who have been greatly en- 
lightened concerning the Saviour 
and fall away from that convic- 
tion, turning away from God in- 
stead of repenting, “crucify to 
themselves the Son of God afresh 
and put Him to an open shame.” 
I say when Jesus prayed “Father, 
forgive them,” He must have in- 
cluded all the world since every 
human being ever born was rep- 
resented by the soldiers who drove 
the nails in His hands and feet, by 
the howling mob, by the scorning, 
self-righteous Pharisees who sat 
and taunted Him, and by the 
heartless one who offered Him 
vinegar and gall when He was 
thirsty. 

Jesus did not have in mind only 
that generation, for just before He 
was nailed to the cross He told the 
women who wept after Him, 


“Daughters of Jerusalem, weep 
not for me, but weep for your- 
selves, and for your children. For, 
behold, the days are coming, in 


Lord, and against his Christ. For| the which they shall say, Blessed 


of a truth against thy holy child! 


Jesus, whom thou hast anointed, 
both Herod, and Pontius Pilate, 
with the Gentiles, and the people 
of Israel, were gathered together, 
For to do whatsoever thy hand 
and thy counsel determined before 
to be done.” 

Herod and Pilate, the Jews and 
Gentiles were gathered together 
against Christ to put Him to 
death. Pilate was the Roman gov- 
ernor in Judea, and Herod the king 
of Galilee and these agreed about 
the crucifixion of Christ. But while 
the Roman soldiers carried out 
the brutal torture and murder of 
Jesus, it was the Jews who plan- 
ned it first. The Jewish scribes 
and leaders, the Jewish Sanhedrin, 
had condemned Him to die. The 
Jewish mob cried, “Let him be 
crucified.” The whole human race 
seemed to have converged at Cal- 
vary to take part in putting to 
death this Son of God, the man 
Christ Jesus! So Jesus prayed for 
all! 

The Saviour in the parable of 
the great supper likens all who 
reject Christ to murderers (Matt. 
22:7). And so is every person in 
this world, for our sins nailed 
Christ to the cross, All those who 
reject Him become guilty and de- 
liberately take part in that mur- 
der of the Son of God. For this 
reason, Hebrews 6:6 tells us that 


are the barren, and the wombs 
that never bare, and the paps 
which never gave suck. Then shall 
they begin to say to the moun- 
tains, Fall on us; and to the hills, 
Cover us. For if they do these 
things in a green tree, what shall 
be done in the dry?”—Luke 23:28- 
31. 


Jesus prayed not only for those 
present, but for their children. 
What did Jesus mean, “For if they 
do these things in a green tree, 
what shall be done in the dry?” 
He must have meant, and did 
mean, that the human race is 
growing more and more wicked, 
more and more heartless and sin- 
ful in its rebellion against God 
and in its rejection of Christ. Jesus 
was praying for people who live 
today who are more wicked than 
those who crucified Jesus that day. 
If on that day of the world’s his- 
tory men crucified Jesus, how 
much more they would hate Him 
if He appeared on the scene today 
in America, How much more 
quickly they would murder Him 
if He preached in American cities 
in these days when the tree of 
mankind is dry and ready for the 
ax of judgment! Jesus had in mind 
those of us who live today, sin- 
ners around the world in all ages 
and climes when He said, “Father, 
forgive them.” 


How marvelous was the com- 


passion of the Saviour who died | 


for all! We are told, “And he is 
the propitiation for our sins: and 
not for ours only, but also for the 
sins of the whole world.” 

Again we are told that He is 
the Saviour of all men, especially 
of them that believe (I Tim. 4:10). 

Again the Bible teaches us that 
Jesus tasted death for all men 
(Heb. 2:9). Jesus prayed for me 
that day as much as if He had 
called my name and said, “Father, 
forgive John R. Rice. He had a part 
in my crucifixion. He helped to 
nail these nails. He sat there and 
scoffed while I died. He is a ter- 
rible, Hell-deserving sinner even 
though he knows it not. Father, 
forgive him.” 

Jesus prayed for you, dear read- 
er, whoever you are and wherever 
you read these lines. Jesus wants 
you forgiven. His own loving heart 
is already melted with forgiving 
love if you will receive it! He 
prayed for you! 


8. This Prayer of Jesus Leaves 

Every Sinner Without Excuse 

Christ’s dying ought to be 
enough to prove that God loves 
you. The fact that God gave His 
only begotten Son ought to con- 
vince every doubter that He means 
it for you. The manifold mercies 
of God, blessings poured out every 
day, must certainly prove that 
God loves you. And here, with the 
blood first spurting from the torn 
hands and then the feet, in the 
agony of His crucifixion, Jesus 
prayed for you! 

However guilty a sinner you are, 
Jesus prayed for you. He wants 
you forgiven. He has paid for your 
sins and asks the Father to forgive 
you for His own sake. No hard- 
ened sinner can say, “I am too 
wicked. God will not save me.” 
Jesus has made it possible and 
asked it of the Father. No callous- 
ed person with a seared conscience 
can truthfully say that God has 
not called him, that he is not in- 
vited. If you are not a Christian, 
it is your own fault. Jesus prayed 
for you. Concerning every such 
hardened, debased, impure, blas- 
pheming, abandoned, and despised 
sinner, Jesus said, “Father, for- 
give them; for they know not what 
they do.” 


No person has a right to limit it. 
No sinner has a right to excuse 
himself. Jesus wants you forgiven. 
He paid for all your sins and then, 
dying, asked the Father not to 
hold them against you but to for- 
give. This ought to break the hard- 
est heart, yea, ought to “melt the

We have said that the prayer of 
Jesus is for all the sinners in the 
world, and that is true. The death 
of Christ on the cross paid the 
debts of all mankind. I remind you 
that “He is the propitiation for our 
Sins: and not for ours only, but 
also for the sins of the whole 
world.” Every person who ever 
went to Hell went there for sins 
that were already paid for. He 
wasted and despised the mercy 
that was offered. He frustrated 
the grace of God. He trampled un- 
der foot the offer of salvation. 
Satan has no right to a single per- 
son, either in life or in death, for 
Jesus has paid the purchase price 
for every one. 


But this blessed salvation, pur- 
chased at such cost and so freely 
offered, is only for those who will 
have it. We are told that Christ 
“4s the Saviour of all men, special- 
ly to those that believe.” That is, 
He is potentially a Saviour for 
every man but actually only for 
those who will trust Him, surren- 
der to Him, depend upon Him, re- 
ceive the salvation which He of- 
fers. Jesus prayed, “Father, for- 
give them.” But even then many 
would not receive His salvation. 
They still jeered and hated and 
despised and mocked while their 
wicked hearts rejoiced in sin, and 
they hugged to their bosom their 
iniquity. God was willing to for- 
give, but they would not be for- 
given. Jesus interceded for them, 
but when God offered love, they 
returned hate. When God of- 
fered mercy, they spit in mercy’s 
face. All the boundless grace of 
God is of no avail to save a sin- 
ner who wilil not be saved. The 
prayer of Jesus can only be an- 
swered for those who are willing 
to be forgiven. 


Let every sinner, then, know 
that it is “his move.” God has 
done all a loving and _ infinitely 


merciful God can rightly do. The 
Son has been offered, “the Lamb of 
God that taketh away the sin of 
the world.” Yet, only as you re- 
pent of your sins and trust Him 
for forgiveness can your sins be 
carried away. Only as you take 


what God offers can you be saved. 
If this moment you are not saved, 
if you are still unforgiven, then it 
is because of your wicked rejec- 
tion of the mercy of God! 

It is my earnest prayer that to- 
day some reader will receive the 
forgiveness that Jesus prayed for 
and which the Father, in answer 
to His dear Son's prayer, frecly 
offers. Simply trust Christ. De- 
pend upon Him. Take His forgive- 
ness today! 


5. May God Give the Loving and 
Forgiving Spirit of Jesus 


Since Christ was and is so will- 
ing to forgive, let all of us who 
love Him forgive freely. Beside His 
suffering, none of us have ever 
suffered. Beside the wicked mis- 
treatment they gave Him, none of 
us have ever been mistreated. If 
Jesus can forgive, then you can 
well afford to forgive all others, 
and I beg you to do it today. In 
fact, Jesus Himself said, “If ye 
forgive not men their trespasses, 
neither will your Father forgive 
your trespasses.” 


Let no grudges keep you away 
from happiness and peace. Ask 
God to take out of your heart all 
wicked malice, bitterness and un- 
forgiveness. We ought to lay aside, 
forgive, and forget all that could 
ever come between us and any 
poor, sinning, dying, and cursed 
soul. Jesus loved them and longs 
to forgive them. He prayed, “Fa- 
ther, forgive them,” and let us 
pray the same prayer. Forgiving in 
our hearts, let us pray the Father 
to forgive, too. Only with such 
compassion and love, as Jesus, a 
dying Saviour, had, can we take 
part with Him in the redemption 
of siriners.. 

Are your sins forgiven? If they 
are, rejoice with joy unspeakable 
and full of glory. 

I came home the other day from 
a fine revival where dozens of 
people were saved. I thought of the 
blessings God had given me in 
calling me to preach, in holding 
revivals, and getting out the Gos- 
pel to thousands. Then came to my 
mind the words of the Saviour, 
“In this rejoice not, that the spirits 
are subject unto you; but rather 
rejoice, because your names are 
written in heaven.” How sweet to 
be forgiven! And if your sins are 
not under the blood, not all for- 
given and forgotten, and carried

away, then today trust Jesus 
Christ.

Why not settle the matter to- 
day, poor sinner? 


Il. “For They Know Not 
What They Do” 


When Jesus prayed, “Father, 
forgive them,” He said, partly as 
a reason for His prayer, “For they 
know not what they do.” 

How like the tender love of 
Jesus, that while they crucified 
Him, Jesus thought up reasons 
why they should be forgiven! In 
the wickedest and vilest of men, 
Jesus sought to find anything that 
would modify the wrath of God! 

We have been told that “love is 
blind,” the thought being that we 


do not see the faults of those we 
love. The love of Christ is not 
blind. He knows our sins far bet- 
ter than we do. 

These same Pharisees for whom 
He prayed, He had scourged with 
burning words in Matthew, chap- 
ter 23, calling them “hypocrites,” 
“wolves in sheep’s_ clothing,” 
“whited sepulchres full of dead 
men’s bones,” “fools and blind.” 


He was not blind to their sin. 
But the all-consuming compassion, 
that undying love for sinners 
which sent Jesus to the cross vol- 
untarily to die for them, would 
cause Him to seek out every rea- 
son for mercy and leniency. So He 
prayed, “Father, forgive them: for 
they know not what they do.” 
Those are wonderful words in the 


108rd Psalm, “Like as a father 
pitieth his children, so the Lord 
pitieth them that fear him. For 
he knoweth our frame; he remem- 
bereth that we are dust.” Once, 
when I would have punished one 
of my children, the child’s dear 
mother plead for her saying, 
“But, Daddy, she is so little! She 
forgot!”’ So in pleading love, Christ 
prayed to the Father, “Father, 
forgive them! FOR THEY KNOW 
NOT WHAT THEY DO!” 


1. The Deceitfulness of Sin 


The wickedness of those who 
crucified Jesus was inexcusable 
and brutal and deliberate. We 
must not think lightly of this sin, 
and we must not excuse it. And 
every person in the world in some 
sense is~guilty for the death of 
Christ, and deliberately and ma- 
liciously so, if we reject Him as 
Saviour. Still it is literally true 
that sinners against Christ do not 


know what they do. The Pharisees 
did not know how awful was their 
crime, nor did Pilate nor Herod 
nor the soldiers nor the mob. We 
must say that sin is deliberately 
wicked, and yet it is clear that the 
sinner is nearly always deceived. 
The Christ-rejecter does not know 
what he does! 


It will help us to be tender 
toward sinners if we can remem- 
ber that they are blinded and de- 
ceived by Satan, led astray by 
their own lusts, enslaved by the 
deceitfulness of sin. Every lost 
man is blinded by the god of this 
world, for II Corinthians 4:3, 4, 
says: 


“But if our gospel be hid, it is 
hid to them that are lost: In whom 
the god of this world hath blinded 
the minds of them which believe 
not, lest the light of the glorious 
gospel of Christ, who is the image 
of God, should shine unto them.” 


Satan is the archdeceiver. Je- 
sus said that Satan is a liar and 
the father of liars. To these same 
Pharisees who had Jesus crucified, 
He had said: 


“Ye are of your father the devil, 
and the lusts of your father ye will 
do. He was a murderer from the 
beginning, and abode not in the 
truth, because there is no truth in 
him. When he speaketh a lie, he 
speaketh of his own: for he is a 
liar, and the father of it.’—John 
8 :44. 

Satan lied and deceived Eve 
when he said, “Ye shall not surely 
die,” and “Ye shall be as gods, 
knowing good and evil.” From that 


time until now, every heart that 
‘Satan controls is deceived and 
blinded, and every material thing 
that he touches and uses is made
